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Amended Order M-81 Changes Product Quotas for Tinplate 


Conservation order M-81 for 1944 became effective January 3, 1944. It provides tinplate for 
packing the following items that were not included in the 1943 M81 orders: Cranberries, pimientos, 
whole hams, cornbeef hash, and chili con carne with beans. Packing quotas for cranberries, cornbeef 
hash, and chili con carne with beans, together with beans with or without pork, represent maximum 
quotas that may be packed in 1944 in both tin and glass. 


The packing quotas listed became effective January 3, and all packing quotas listed in the old 
M-81 ired December 31, 1943, as did the authorizations for using odd-size cans from frozen tin- 
plate. us, in the case of pork and beans, tin cans made from frozen plate may be, used after 
January 3 only if a new authorization is obtained. Cans made of .50 plate bodies and CTB ends only 
may be used for pork and beans under the order that became effective January 3. 


The 1944 order provides for increased cking quotas for a number of items. Apricots and 
mixed vegetables may be packed in unlimited quantities. Packing quotas were provided for orange 
juice and orange and grapefruit juice blend. Under the 1943 M-81, these two items could be packed 
for government sales only.

(h) Baeceptions to Restrictions on Pur- 
chase, Acceptance or Use. 

The restrictions imposed by this 
Order shall not apply to the purchase, 
acceptance or delivery or use of the 
following cans: 

(1) Cans (other than samples dis- 
tributed for the purpose of advertising 
or promoting the sale of a product) 
for packing any product which is not 
to be sold in the same or different form. 

(2) Fiber cans with ends made of

(9) “Frozen tinplate, terneplate or 
blackplate” means only tinplate, terne- 
plate or blackplate which, since prior 
to January 3, 1944, has been held in the

Information Letter 


Truck Registrations Are Heavy 


A plan of double-checking truck tire 
inspections has been announced by the 
Office of Price Administration. 


With truck tire inventories now be- 
low the accepted minimum, OPA will 
designate Central Truck Tire Inspec- 
tion Stations throughout the country in 
areas where truck registrations are 
heavy. These central stations, to be 
privately owned and operated by men 
trained in tire care and conservation, 
will re-examine all tires recommended 
for replacement by official OPA tire in- 
spectors within the area, and will 
search out and return to service tires 
still good for more miles of vital war- 
time transportation. Tubes to be re- 
placed, however, need not be inspected 
by a central station. Fixed fees to 
cover operating expenses will be 
charged by the central station for its 


inspection. 

It is expected that central stations 
will be provided in about 200 cities 
throughout the country, covering a large 
percentage of truck registrations. Pro- 
vision is made for inspections of tires 
at the applicant’s place of business in 
special situations. 

Procedure under the plan in those 
areas served by central inspection sta- 
tions will be as follows: 


Applications on OPA Form R-1 by 
most truck operators ewcept long-haul 
truckers operating under der 100 regula- 
tions: 


When an OPA tire recom- 
mends replacement of a tire to be 
mounted on a commercial motor vehi- 
cle, other than a taxicab or jitney, the 

application form (Form R-1) and the 
tire to be replaced will be sent to the 
central station. The central station, 
if it agrees that the tire is no longer 
in useful condition, will approve the 
replacement by endorsing the applica- 
tion form. The endorsed form will 
then be sent to the proper local board 
for issuance of a tire purchase certifi- 
cate to the applicant. 

To provide still another check on the 
decision that the tire is worn beyond 
all possible use, the central station 
must tag the tire and hold it, up to 30 
days, to give the OPA tire examiner a 
chance to inspect it. (Tire examiners 
are tire experts employed by OPA.) 
Thereafter, the dealer or manufacturer 
from whom the applicant bought the 
replacement tire may obtain the old tire 
(of value as salvage) from the central 
station by presenting Part A (the part 
detached by the dealer for his file) of 
the ration certificate given him by 
the consumer,

In the case of applications made by 
emergency reserve operators, the pro- 
cedure varies slightly. The tire to be 
replaced and the tire inspector's cer- 
tification (on Form R-21—two copies) 
are to be sent to the central station 
after the tire has been approved for 
replacement by an OPA Tire Inspec- 
tor. After approval by the central sta- 
tion, the tire will not be held for the 
30-day period provided for other appli- 
cations, but instead will be turned over 
immediately to the applicant, along 
with both copies of the inspection form. 
The applicant must then surrender the 
tire to a dealer or manufacturer, and 
proof of the surrender is to be shown 
on both copies of the inspection form. 
The original of the form then is to be 
taken by the applicant to his local 
board, and the board may issue a 
ration certificate good for the purchase 
of a replacement tire. The second
